The former TsNIITEneft' 
estimated that the 1965 fuel consumption of this region 
will be 2.6 times higher than in 1958 (Table). The 
present petroleum asphalt consumption of Eastern Siberia 
amounts to 5 kg/sq. km. while that of the central regions 
of the USSR amounts to 616 kg/sq. km. It is estimated 
that the 1965 petroleum asphalt consumption of Eastern 
Siberia will amount to 52.6 ke /sq. km. It is also es- 
timated that the Diesel fuel consumption of this region 
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will increase from 27.9 percent of the general 
petroleum product consumption in 1958 to 31.2 percent in 
1965. The 1959-65 Plan for Eastern Siberia takes into 
account the above data as well as the possibility of 
directing the excess refinery products from Ufa and 
Ishimbayevo in the Bashkir ASSR to Siberia, for it has 
been ascertained that the yetroleum products delivered 
by the Ufa-Omsk pipeline to the Urals and the neigh- 
boring areas are in excess of the demand.
